It is noted that Mr. GREGORY who made the 
original complaint recontacted SA BECKWITH on 6/8/62, 
and advised SA BECKWITH that FRED HEITMANN, Compliance 
Officer, Bureau of Labor Management Reports (an agency 
of the US Department of iaor’, 233 West 49th Street, 
had some information pertaining to the Subject. 


After various attempts to contact HETTMANN, 
he was contacted on 6/12/62, by SA THOMAS J. CROKE, JR. 
' HEITMANN advised the writer that he had no information 
at all concerning the subject. He stated that GREGORY 
had called upon him to lodge a complaint against BIKEL. 
During this contact GREGORY told HEITMANN that the FBT 
might be interested in BIKEL. HEITMANN stated that in 
order to be helpful to GREGORY, after he mentioned the 
FBI, he told GREGORY that he had some records of BIKEL's 
at home and he believes that in one of the records 
BIKEL sang some ALB songs. HEITMANN further stated 
that he is not even sure that this is true. HET TMANN 
implied that he just wanted to say something to GREGORY 
in order to get rid of him. HEITMANN at the end of 
the interview again stated he had no information 
pertaining to BIKEL.
